The Diajionu.— It is staled that the 
cutting and polishing of diamonds involves 
a loss of nearly one-half of their weight. So 
diflicult ia the art, that it i.s said there is kiit 
one lapidary in the world — Coster of Am- 
8terdnni~to .whom stones' of extraordinary 
value are entrusted. The universal stan- 
dard by which the diamond is estimated is 
the carat, formerly exactly equivalent lo 
four grains, troy weight. The standard 
price of the uncut gems, weighing one carat, 
is'from seven dollars and a half to ten dol- 
lars, according to their purity, shape, etc.; 
that of the " brilliant" cut is from thirty lo 
forty dollars ; the " rose'" cut i.s worlh about 
half as much a.s the brilliants of the same 
weight and tiuality. The rule by which 
diamonds of all sizes, are estimated is to 
multiply .the square .of, the weight by the 
above prices. A diamond of the first water, 
'' brilliant" cut, and weighing three hun- 
dred carats, would be as lartje as a hen's 
' and would be worlli S3.UU(),0UO.

Our Streets. 
For two winlurs we have urged ihe im- 
portance of improving our Klreets. Appa- 
rently we will have an oppoiiunity to tulk 
about them tliroiiKh another dreary winter. 
Had we no government to act as an ignis 
fdluus to allure the people, the latter would 
have taken the matter in hand, and com- 
pleted the streets and side-paths long 
loni; af,'o. Ill fact, we have very serious 
doubts whether they will not have to do 
it jet if done this ye:ir. Last fall, our 
town caiididatus and county oaiididate.s 
promised to improve our streets and high- 
ways ; but from the condition in which our 
.'.Btreets now are for winter, we believe they 
had belter improve their own ways. 

When the weather was dry the ap- 
proaches to the town, except Esquitnalt 
road, were good. The streets and side- 
paths connecting Wharf street with the 
numerous residences in the suburbs of the 
town were excellent. The steady rain, how- 
ever, yesterday, announcing the coinmeiiuu- 
mentofthe rainy season, will bring both to 
town and country their former too familiar 
acquaintances — mud and mire. Neurly 
seven months' legislation has been done; 
and yet with the rainy season commenced 
again, not a stroke of work has been done 
on our streets to make them passable d tiring 
the winter. Is this not an able commentary 
on the ability of our government to do noth- 
ing ? 

Even the money has not yet been raised. 
No street ooatraot has been given out. To- 
day, it is presumed the government will 
positively know whether they can borrow 
the funds or not. A week oi two will 
elapse to give the contracts out, and only 
-two months will remain before the ground

our streets will have to be completed, if 
completed at all this year by government. 
Does it not really appear as if our govern- 
ment begin things wrong end foremost? One 
would have naturally thought the summer 
season would not have been frittered away 
by the Assembly, in snarling, quibbling and 
quarreling with one another ; but that what- 
ever road-making was to be done in 1860 
would have been done now. In fact, they 
have not as much foresight as the Indians, 
for they lay in a store of salmon in tht; 
salioon seiison for winter's usu; but insteail 
of iniprov.ng our streets in season, they 
promise to do it oul of season. 

Had the funds been rai.^ed and tho con- 
trail given out months ago, the work wonM 
have been donetwenty per cent cheaper than 
now, and, no doubt, a -great deal bettor 
Now, that street improvement can be defer- 
red no longer, wa may expect soon to see 
something attempted, but whether it will 
be done is another question. 

Our only hopes of seeing-tbe; streets im- 
proved as iliey ouuht to be depends on the 
incorporation of the town. And should that 
occur, and the city pounoilors turn out to be 
as great noodles as some other illustrious 
statesmen, we have no way to render onr 
streels pasmible but lo form a provisional 
government or lei oul the government of the 
country by contract to the lowest bidder.

A 
paily uf Ihree arrived here to-day Irom Steil- 
ucuoiii and report thai ibere is nine more on 
itie way to this pl"ee to procure iheir, ouila 
lor the newly discovered Eldorado. 

Mr. Walker from Oak harbor, arrived here 
since writing ilie above. He reports that 
there is a pack train oil North Pinirie ol 2o 
animals from Rock Creek coming liere aller 
goods] ibey are expected to arrive to-mor- 
row.
